ANNEXATION SUIT 
LOST BY CLAYTON 


St. Louls Court of Appeals Rules 
Against That City Taking in 
1025-Acre Tract. 


The City of Clayton, by a decision 
of the St. Louls Court of Appeals 
yesterday, is denied the right to an- 
nex a tract of 1025 acres to the 
southwest, which it voted te do tn 
1916. This is believed to be the first 
time any Missouri city, except St. 


Louis, has been dented the privilege 
of extending its corporate limits. 

Cities in Missouri! have the legal 
right to annex territory by the vote! 
of residents of the city alone, excogt 
in the case of St. Louts, not a part 
of any county, where residents of 
portions !n St. Louis County to be an- 
nexed would have to approve annex- 
ation, which has been unsuccessfully 
attempted. / 

Nature the Suit. 

The decision of\the Court of Ap- 
peals was by way of upholding a de- 
cisi by Circuit Judge Wurdeman 
of 8t. Louls County in December, | 
1917, and perpetuating an injunc- | 


i tion granted by Judge Wurdeman | 
i! which forbids Clayton to 


exercise 
municipal jurisdiction over the tract 
involved. The suit in Circuit Court 
was brought by B. H. Btoltman, a 
real estate dealer, who lives on a 10- 
acre tract at Clayton and McKnight 


who acted for other residents of the 
district. 

The land was “annexed” at a spe- 
cial election in Clayton tn July, 1916, 
and Stoltman filed suit just a year 
later. The tract is about a mile and 
a quarter square and is sparsely pop- 
ulated, being chiefly devoted to coun- 
try homes and agricultural land. It 
extends from the North and South 
road, which has been the western 
limits of Clayton, west to the Price’ 
road, and between Clayton road and | 
a line north of Ladue road. |

All Europe Said to Be in Danger 
of Epidemic Unless Malady 
Is Checked. 


By the Associated Press. 
WARSAW, Nov. 4.—Poland fs tn 


far worse condition from typhus 
fever dangers than ever in her his- | 
tory, says a report by Col. Harry L. | 
Gilchrist, commander of the Amer- | 
fcan Polish Relief Expedition which | 
has been co-operating with the Pol- 
ish Government more than a year 
tn an effort to wipe out the disease. 

“Unless outside ald is forthcom- 
ing at once,” says the report, “suf- 
fering will be intense during the ap- | 
proaching winter and all |

Burope | 
will be threatened with a terrible | 
typhus fever epidemic.” | 

Increased dangers from the spread | 
of typhus fever has been brought | 
about by the Polish-Russian War, 
which has destroyed all Eastern de-| 
fenses against the infected regions 
of Russia as the armies have pushed | 
each other back and forth across the 
disputed districts. 

Regarding the Bolshevik activities 
in August, which threatened Warsaw 
for days, and their effect upon the 
typhus fever situation, Col. Gil- 
christ, summarizing hig report, at- 
tributed the renewed dangers to the 
following causes: 

“Complete abandonment of all ty- 
phus fever work in the worst typhus 
fever districts of Poland; capture by 
the Bolsheviki of all eastern quaran- 
tine stations and removal of the bar- 
riers established under great diffi- 
culties; capture and destruction of 
much of the paraphernalifa and ma- 
terials which had been 4istributed 
in many towns and villages through- 
out the typhus districts, introduction 
by Bolshevik troops of a new source 
of contamination to places free from 
the disease, infecting the armies of 
Poland, and Infecting of the popu- 
lace returning to homes recently oo- 
cupled by Bolshevik soldiers.” 

Poland realizes the seriousness of 
the present situation, and its doing 
all in her power to cope with it, 
says the report.

League. 

The announcement followed a con- 
ference held Tuesday in which Burke 
and Quinn figured and which was 
gaid to have been very stormy. Ru- 
mors that Burke did not get along 
well with the club officials have been 
current for several months. 

The announcement in part bears 
out midseason stories that Burke was 
te go. These stories had it that Lee 
Foh! would succeed Burke as man- 
ager of the Browns, but Quinn de- 
clared that the club had not made 
any decision as yet and was consid- 
ering several men of major league 
experience. Fred Mitchell, recently 
released by the Cubs, is not one of 
these, Secretary Quinn announced. 

Team Advanced Under Burke. 

Burke was brought here from De- 
troit to assist Fielder Jones, then 
manager, as coach of the club. His 
“pep” and good spirits made him a 
valued asset. When, in midseason. 
1918; Jones decided to retire as man- 
ager and to quit the game for good, 
Burke was placed in charge of the 
dub. The team finished fifth that 
year. 

The following season Burke cam- 
paigned the club with fair success; 
but owing to the utter failure of one 
of his expected strong pitching 
props, Dave Davenport, the club 
failed to rise out of second division 
and again finished fifth.
